•f the Gallia pike improvement has started on its merry

through council as smoothly as though it were a greased pig. 
This particular claim was for $3,500 but the attorneys for the 
claimant obligingly knocked off $500 and offered to settle 
for 


$3,000, to whic'a amount it seems that the council committee agreed 
it once. These damage claims are always brought high with the 
idea of dropping, and it would seem that council should, in justice 
to the city, go slow in their allowance. The payment of big dam- 
ages in any case, where the amount seems large and unwarranted, 


< ,is a mighty bad precedent, one that may cost the city vast sums of 
? money in the'long run. The city has its rights, and council is there 
- to protect these rights, not to fritter away the substance 
o£ 
the 


people. "We recall that on one street that was paved claims ag- 
gregating. $30,000 were filed but settlement was finally made 
for 


|1800 and everybody was satisfied. That may be the way with these 
Gallia street damage claims, and with other damage claims.

The payment of "big dam- 
ages in any case, Where the amount seems large and unwarranted, 
is a mighty bad precedent, one that may cost the city vast sums of 
money iii the long run. The eity has its rights, and council is there 
to protect these rights, not to fritter away the substance 
of the 


people. We recall that on one street that was paved claims 
ag- 


gregating $30,000 were filed but settlement was finally made for 
$1800 and everybody was satisfied. That may be the way •with these 
Gallia street damage claims, and with other damage claims. 
We 


do not blame the' property holders for getting all they can, but we 
do blame, .and the people should Warne, city officials who consent 
to exorbitant or extravagant settlements. Why not let 
one of 


these Gallia street claims go into court and let a jury of twelve 
taxpayers decide upon the damages? 
Then, upon that basis, a 


general settlement can be deffectcd.. ' 


Council should go slow in this matter. And the city solicitor - 


should be on the job to see that they do go slow. That 
is, .of 


course, if they are true' to their obligations to the people whom 
they represent, and we have no reason to believe -o.therwiseV,.'. _,. -

only able to move her right arm, 
she worked unceasingly at knit- 
ting and embroidery and is said 
to have used up 100,000 pounds 
of worsted. 


In iSGG 
when 
Miss Fancher 


was seventeen years old and not- 
ed for'her beauty, she was thrown 
from her horse and terribly in- 
jured. A year later she was the 
victim of a street car accident 
which deprived her of the use ot 
all her limbs except her right arm. 
For nine years she remained in a 
trance-like condition during which 
period her friends insisted she 
was a clairvo3*ant. It was in these 
years that she built up her corres- 
pondence dictating a total of 6,- 
900 letters. During the fifty years 
of her imprisonment in a sick room 
Miss Fancher's chief nourishment 
was the juice of fruits.
